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REMARKS 


An Office action was mailed November 21, 2005 rejecting claims (as best understood) 
107, 131, and 140-145 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph as being indefinite, but 
indicating allowance of same if rewritten to overcome the rejections. The Examiner is 
thanked for the indication of aJlowance. 

The claims are amended to delete the indefinite phrase "a combination thereof in 
accordance with the Examiner's general indication.
